A retrospective glance at the 1921- 
22 hockey season should give the Mc- 
Ciill followers good cause for satis 
faction over the showing of the Red 
and White sextette. Although they 
failed to win the Intercollegiate cham- 
pionship, the team made a very satis- 
factory record and, considering the 
obstacles which they were obliged to 
overcome, their showing wa> credit- 
able in the extreme. 

In the nine games in which they 
participa led. they emerged victorious 
from six. and amassed a total of forty 
four goals to thirty-one for their op 
poncnts. The only teams to take the 
measure of the McGill six were the 
University of Toronto, Intcrcollt-giate 
champion-, and the University of 
Montreal. In the. first game of the 
season on local ice the McCiill team, 
playing without the services of Flan- 
agan, and composed of three men who 
had never played in senior company 
before, gave way to the French puck- 
chasers in a thrilling 3—2 struggle. 
But in the return game, the McCiill 
skaters had things all their own way 
and completely outplayed their rivals. 
Until the final ten minutes of play the 
score stood 4 — 0 in favor of the Red 
and Whit.-, with the Laval team never 
threatening. Coach Shaughneisy 
then sent in a pair of substitutes, and 
before the men could get going the 
Frenchmen staged a rally and found 
the net three times in quick succes- 
sion. 

At the outset of the season prot- 
pects were not at all encouraging. 
Cully and Gallery had been lost by 
graduation and Bchan was unable to 
turn out with the squad. Shag had 
only two dependable wings, Ander- 
son and Flanagan. Dinccn was 
brought up to the forward line and 
the problem then was to build up a 
defence. 

Dcmpscy and McGcrrigle, the in- 
termediate defence men, had thown 
good form in their early season en- 
counters and when given a tryout 
with the senior squad acquitted them- 
selves in great fashion. In fact, the 
game put up by this pair of newcom- 
ers has licen the sensation of the 
league. Jack Lynch, another young- 
ster, was used as a utility wiugman 
and though seriously handicapped by 
a lack of weight consistently put up 
a plucky performance. With the ex- 
perience gained thie year Jack will 
bear watching next season. 

The team ushered in the season in

The 4—4 struggle be- 
tween Varsity and McCiill, which 
came as a climax to the Centennial 
Reunion, was witnessed by over 12,000 
spectators: Queens, hy reason pf their 
victory over Toronto, attracted a 
crowd of almost 10,000; while 5,000 
gridiron fans braved the slushy wea- 
ther to watch the Syracuse game on 
November 5th. 

The contest with the Orange eleven 
marked an innovation in McGill's ath- 
liljc policy. The international aspect 
of the- gnnie was received with great 
favor, and it was unfortunate llfat Tlïc 
poor weather prevented Ihc match 
from being the. great success which 
it would otherwise have been.

•* ,priat ti" 10 the year in which the various college activities 
gradually slow down and finally cease to function altogether has 
now come, and the remainder of the term will be devoted to the seri- 
ous business of passing our examinations. However, it might he 
well, before we shut ourselves up exclusively with our books, to cas* 
a retrospective eye back over the events and happenings of the. past 
year. .It is only by experience that we learn, hut experience is use- 
less unless wc learn from it by tJhought how to conduct ourselves 
wisely in the future. 

In the worJd of sport 'our teams have been attended with a cer- 
tain measure of success. We have succeeded in winning six inter- 
collegiate championship?, and we are justfly proud of 'the men who 
played on these teams, and who 'have given of their best for McGill. 
Alter all it is a great question whether mere victory is the all-in-all 
of athletic endeavour, or in fact, of any endeavour. Of course, we 
like Jo win, and when our teams arc struggling for victory, on the 
gridiron, or in any other athletic contest, we are with them heart 
and soul— when they win, their exultation is ours, and when they 
lose the gloom of defeat is felt by every man and woman in the uni- 
versity. Defeat is always bitter, but the test of a man, and further 
than that, of the entire college as well, depends on bow the game 
is won or lost. If McGill cannot teach us to fight hard and clean 
for the victory, and to hold the playing of the game, as greater than 
either victory or defeat, then she has failed, utterly and miser- 
ably. 

We think that McGill has not failed in this respect. The spirit 
of a college is reflected by the manner in which its athletic teams con- 
duct themselves, and in this respect we know thta the spirit of Mc 
Gill is one of fair play and good sportsmanship. 

When wc return next year McGill will have become greater 
by the addition of several new buildings. This is a good thing in 
that it is an evidence of progress. Failure to progress would mean 
stagnation, and a condition of stagnation lasting for any length of 
time would mean eventual decay and collapse. McGill must con 
tinuc to grow ali'd expand if she is to remain a vital factor in the 
development of the national life. of Canada. . .. . 

A similar thought arises in connection with ourselves as stu 
dents. Are wc to-day better men and women, of a stronger charac 
ter, and with a more steadfast purpose in life than we were a year 
ago? If we are not better, wc arc worse, for ncrdj^c^ment means 
just a little step taken backwards. By "better" "~we do not mean 
mere "nauiby-pamby" negative goodness, but rather the develop- 
ment of that strength of character vvbich recognizes the great under- 
lying fundamental principles of lifcVarid which "makes its possessor 
play the game of life straight and clean rather for love of the game 
than for any glittering baiiblc of success that mayjîc held forth as 
a reward. ysi'. 

If wc arc weighed in the balances to-day and found wanting, we 
may be sure that it is our own fault, and not McGill's. Arc you a 
better man to-day than you were, a year ago? A frank consideration 
of this question will give most of us some startling self-rcvclations. 
Think it over. 



■T-hosew- ho have laboured so zeal- 
ously and diligently during the past 
session to makr the "Daily" the suc- 
cess it was, whilst realizing that they 
have received direct and lasting bene- 
fit themselves, will have the furlhrr 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
have helped their fellow students and 
the University as a whole in no final!

The return to college after the 
Christmas vacat'on was marked by a 
resumption of .tthittic relations be- 
tween McGill and Montreal Univer- 
sity.

won by a margin of a single goal af- 
ter an exciting 3—2 match.

: id grounds seethed with party strife. 
Finally, on the memorable night of 
I'ovcmbcr 15th, the first session of the 
Parliament was bcid, and it may be 
safely said that seldom has ;iich a 
great success bï.en recorded in the an- 
nals of MoGill's political records. The 
Governor (.ioucriil Sir Arthur Curric, 
with all due pomp and dignity, open- 
ed Parliament, and in an impressive 
tpcech from the throne expounded the 
principles of his Majesty's Govern- 
ment. Mr. John Hackctt, K.C., was 
duly elected to the office of Speaker, 
wb'le the position of Clerk of the 
House was ably filled by P. A. (I. 
Clarke. Although the Opposition, Hu- 
rler the able leadership of R. Dillon, 
put tip a hard fight, Premier F. O. 
Peterson and hi- henchmen managed 
to survive a stormy session, wild 
scenes being witnessed when it was 
announced that the position of the 
finvei anient had been made seen re. 
The number of speakers that partici- 
pated in I he various debates during 
the .cvcu'ing was particularly notice- 
able.' and t lie- great interest displayed 
"iy the in <(!-. was a no Hi or out s ta nd 
ltg feature on this occaiiou.

again began to air their views, but 
vague rumours of a third party were 
much in evidence. These rumors were 
forcibly confirmed when the second 
Ifcssioti was hehl and the war-cry of 
the Revolution!; i- shook the walls of 
|lhc Union. Members of the Govcrn- 
mcnl and Ihc Opposition flocked to 
the banner of the new party, and be 
fore the evening was over "Revolu- 
tion, riot, blood and gore" had con- 
quered, and Peterson and Dillon, for- 
mer political rivals, were forced into 
coalition. 

The third and last session found the 
Revolutionists in power under the 
leadership of Ark'ay Jones, with a 
strong following of ardent reformers. 
Strong language was used by members 
of both parties, and h heated debate 
took place on tbc_ unemployment sit- 
uation. Drastic remedies wer-'' propos- 
ed, and although a final vote was 
not taken, ihc Government remained 
su power. 

The Lit. is to be congratulated on 
the success of these parliaments, be- 
cause they are a great stimulus to in- 
terest in public speaking, and they 
provide an adequate opportunity for 
an open expression of political views. 

The other activities of the Lit. were 
collegiate and intercollcgatc debates. 
These, it cannot be denied, did not 
create as wide an interest' as they 
should have, but whether this was the 
fault of the Lit. or the general state of 
coma of the student body, is open to 
discussion. Several inter-faculty de- 
bales were held, some interesting ar- 
guments being put forth by the speak- 
ers, but the general discu-sions at 
these meetings were not successful. 

OTlagan and Wilkes represented
